1. claims: 1-35 

an antibody or related molecules that bind to an 
extracellular localized epitope of Hsp70 on tumour cells, a 
method to prepare said antibody, and the diagnostic and 
therapeutic use of said antibody. 



2. claims: 36-39 

a method for preparing monoclonal antibodies or binding 
fragments thereof from a sample comprising an immunoglobulin 
of interest. 



The technical problems to be solved by the present application are to 
provide an alternative antibody that binds to Hsp70, and to provide an 
alternative method to purify a monoclonal antibody. 

The proposed solutions are: 

I: Claims 1-35: an antibody or related molecules that bind to an 

extracellular localized epitope of Hsp70 on tumour cells, a method to 
prepare said antibody, and the diagnostic and therapeutic use of said 
antibody. 

II: Claims 36-39: a method for preparing monoclonal antibodies or 

binding fragments thereof from a sample comprising an immunoglobulin of 
interest. 

The single general concept which can be identified as linking the 
different inventions is an antibody. Since antibodies are already known 
for a long time, the common concept is not novel. The different entities 
do not have another special technical feature in common. Hence, the 
groups of claims are not so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept and define two different inventions. Therefore, the application 
does not meet the requirements of unity of invention as defined in Rules 
13.1 and 13.2 PCT and the applicant is invited to pay an additional fee 
for the second invention. 
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Although claims 29-35 are directed to a method of treatment and/or a 
diagnostic method practised on the human/animal body, the search has 
been carried out and based on the alleged effects of the 
compound/compos i ti on .
